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UGTST and September are the proper months to innoculate or bud moſt kinds of 
truit trees —an operation that every landholder ſhould have fome knowledge 


ol. | 
\When a tree has finiſhed its growth for the year, a bud is formed at the very tip or 
the end of the twig —which denotes that it is in the proper ſtite to bud or innoculate. 
Some trees are indeed an exception, as they continue growing almoſt the whole ſeaſon 
an miy be buddded through all July and Auguſt. 

With a tharp knife flit the bark of any twig, not more than half an inch thick, and: 
not Icf+ than a quarter of an inch: Carefully cut through the bark (but not wound the 
pod under jt.) Let the lit be rather more than an inch long. In like manner, cut 
hall an inch long acroſs this {lit at the bottom, ſo that the two cuts threugh the 
bark will reſemble a L bottom apwards, Then take a bud of the fruit you wiſh to 
[propagite, with its bark near an inch long, taking care to looſen it from the woody 

part of the ſtem, ſo as to put it off with your thumb and finger, ſeparating the bark 
4 the eye under the bud fiom the wood, If the eye is left on the wood, you muſt 
{throw by the bud and take another. Then inſert the bud under the 1, before de- 
Heribed, and bind it down with woollen firings, or well ſoaked ſtrips of bark of baſs 
wood, leaving the eye of the bud to the air. In two or three weeks the bud will unite Lf 
{with the itock, when the ſtring muſt be looſened. The ſtock may be cut away the 4 
next ſpring, 

This mcthed it, en many accounts, better than grafting. It gives the farmer ancth- 
er cance, provided his grafts fail in the ſpring. —Stone fruits ſucceed only, or beſt 
with innoculstion. Sinall twigs, too ſmall for common grafting, anſwer well—and.a- | 
deve all in this way, very little injury is done to the ſtock. 

Ina fruit country, this method ought to be well underſtood.
